It may have been startling news 
to some of us when we read in 
the papers yesterday that a labor 
leader, speaking at W ichita Falls, 
said that the tim e was not so very 
far distant when laborers would 
work only five days in the week, 
and for only six hours per day. 
The labor leader explained that 
this would be necessary to provide 
employment for all. 
A 
hundred 
years ago many 
were 
shocked 
when it was said that some day 
laborers would work only 12 hour* 
a day, instead of 16 or 18 hours. 
Thirty years ago the public was 
shocked when labor leaders came 
out for eight-hour days. About six 
or seven years ago, many unions 
put through 
the 
44-hour 
week 
plan. 
About 20 years ago, when 
machinery 
was 
being 
perfected 
that served as labor-saving devices 
many unions opposed to the in­ 
stallation of new machinery. With 
in a few years unions saw the fol­ 
ly of their fight, and now they en­ 
courage the invention of new ma­ 
chinery and labor-saving devices. 
Machinery has greatly 
increased 
the standard of living, and with 
increased prosperity, the labor-sav­ 
ing devices have been more than 
off-set. 
Unions 
today 
are 
far 
more interested in securing short­ 
er working hours than they are 
in obtaining higher wages. 
When 
a shorter-hour victory is obtained 
the victory is always won—-there 
is never any going back to longer 
hours. 
In the case of wages, they

WOOD MEASURE OF STATE BOARD 
HIGHER EDUCATION IS OPPOSED 


AUSTIN, 
May 25.— Tenacious 
opposition to the Wood adminis­ 
tration measure proposing creation 
of a a u te board of higher educa­ 
tion with pow-t-r to elim inate dup­ 
lication in work and to have gen­ 
eral supervisory authority develop­ 
ed Monday in the senate but the 
bill finally was passed to engross­ 
ment, 17 to 7. 
The board, if 
created 
would 
make recommendations to the leg­ 
islature as to advisability of any 
proposed new state college or uni­ 
versity; pass tentatively on budg­ 
et requests, arrange curricula of 
the various state colleges and uni­ 
versities and have other sweeping 
recommendatory power. 
Governor Moody recommit nded 
such a board in a message to the 
legislature. 
Bailey of Cuero and Bowers of 
Caldwell were chief opponents of 
Wood’* bill. 
Scorching dtbate 
was 
evoked 
and Wood, answering thrusts, de­ 
clared that “ pork barrel politics” 
used in 
securing 
appropriations 
for the state’s higher educational 
institutions prevent the legislature 
from “ blue penciling’’ items when 
duplications are found. 
"From a dwarf this board w oud 
grow into a giant beyond the con­ 
trol of the legislature.” 
Bailey 
shouted* 
“ We would appropriate 
only $20,000 for creation of the 
board, but within a few years we

(By Associated Pr es) 
AUSTIN, May 25.— A proposal- 
to continue the 3-cent gasoline tax

varsity ny the unanimous vote of 
its board of regents. 
He did not believe it wise for a 
regent to be appointed from the 
citizenry of the county wherein a 
sm I university or college supported by 
the taxpayers of the 
state hap 
pined to be located. 
It will be re 
alized that State Senator Marjorie 
Neat, early at the regular session 
ut the Fortieth legislature, bat­ 
tled for th© adoption of the Ok­ 
lahoma idea by 
the 
lawmakers 
of Ttxau. 
She was unsuccessful. 
Her fellow senators rejected the 
plan. 
Regardless of this, the Bizzell 
ides won in Oklahoma 
and 
was 
crystallized into law. 
Oklahoma 
university is in tin 
county 
of 
Cleveland and a citizen of Cleve­ 
land county cannot be a member 
of the university board of regents.

Possibilities Of Brazos County 
As a Bee Center Are 
By Dr. Bilsing At Steele’s Store 


Dr. S. W. Bilsing, entomologist 
of the A. and M. College of Tex­ 
as spoke to 
an 
appreciative au­ 
dience at Steele’s Store Saturday 
night, his address being 
mostly 
concerning bee culture. 
Follow­ 
ing a pecan 
budding demonstra­ 
tion conducted 
by 
the 
County 
Agent C. L. Beason, Dr. Bilsing 
took occasion to call attention to 
the profitableness of 
the 
pecan 
industry by citing to the record of 
two pecan growers—one of them 
making $7,000 on his pecans last 
year, the money being used to de­ 
fray the 
expenses 
of a 
cotton 
crop, and the 
other one’s pecan 
crop totalling, $20,000. 
In his address concerning bee 
culture, Dr. Bilsing dwelt princi­ 
pally upon the life cycle of the 
bee, stating, however, that the 
industry dated back some 
3,000 
years before Christ, when honey 
was an important food 
product, 
and was a medium of exchange. 
He stated that there are 
three 
kinds of bees in the colony; work­ 
ers, queens, and drones, the queen 
being able to lay 2000 eggs per 
day, thus far surpassing the per­ 
formance of 
the 
cackling hen. 
Bees, he said, are usually sold by 
the pound. 
5000 bees making a 


pound. 
He said that 40,000 
to 
80,000 bees are 
in 
each colony, 
and that the life of the bee is 
from a few days to perhaps a few 
months, depending on time of year 
and work done. A bee that stings 
dies—gives its 
life 
in 
defense 
against the intruder. 
To bees are 
given the greatest power of mov­ 
ing straight— “bee line”. 
His description of 
how 
bees 
make the comb 
and arrange the 
cells was most interesting and in­ 
structive. 
He told how the queen 
bee desposited 
the 
eggs in 
the 
cells, and how the workers cared 
for these eggs in a particular way, 
if they wanted more queens, and 
how the drones were driven from 
the colony, first clipping the wings 
and then carrying the drones high 
up and letting them 
fall to the 
ground. 
He called attention to the pos­ 
sibilities of the bee industry in the 
Brazos Valley and expressed 
a 
hope that the 
industry would be 
further developed. 
Pansy Sousares, after telling of 
her club achievements, stated that 
she hoped Dr. Bilsing would make 
a talk on bees 
to 
the Smetana 
Club, thus showing the interest 
aroused even 
among 
the young 
people.

He tried to im press on 
the patrons present th a t it was im­ 
possible for the cream© ry to put 
out a product of the highest qual­ 
ity, such as the College desired 
to do in every p articu lar, w ithout 
co-operation on the p art of those 
furnishing the raw m aterial. Ac­ 
idity in cream is bad, he said, but 
bitter weed flavor is worse. The 
bitter weed flavor may b* lessen­ 
ed by taking th e cows off b itter 
weed p astu re 4 o r 5 hours before 
m ilking, but elim inating the bit­ 
te r weed from pasture* is m ost to 
be desired.

CORPUS CHRISTI, 
May 23.— 
Farm ers in the black land sections 
surrounding Corpus Christi have 
cross plowed approxim ately 25,000 
acres of cotton instead of chop­ 
ping it in th© old fashioned way 
and according to a survey made 
by F. VV. Hoepfner, Nueces county 
agricultural 
agent, 
have 
saved 
$12,500 in this one operation. 
The average cost 
of 
cotton 
chopping by hand 
was 
60 cents 
an acre. 
The 25,000 acres, which 
were crossed plowed with the dou­ 
ble row 
cultivators 
and 
which 
seem to have produced unusually 
good results, cost an average of 
one cent an acre. 
According to the survey made 
by Hoepfner, 
there 
are 
about 
200.000 acres of cotton under cul­ 
tivation in Nueces county. 
If th© 
cross plowing has been substitut­ 
ed for the hand chopping on the 
entire acreage, the saving to the 
farm ers would have amounted to 
around $100,000. 
Cross plowing 
proves 
to be 
most successful 
in 
cotton fields 
where one bushel of cotton seed 
has been planted to the acre and 
has been plowed with sweeps of 
the six inch variety. 
In addition 
to the vast earing effected Hoepf- 
ner said, cross plowing makes a 
good mulch in 
the 
fields which 
facilitates later cultivation. 
Hoepfner plans to keen an ac­ 
curate check on the land that has 
been eros* plowed and also land 
chopped by hand. 
He will com­ 
pare their total production in the 
fall. 
If cross plowing prove* a* 
successful as it seems at present, 
it will very likely
